SHANGHAI, Jan. 27.—The 
city of Shanghai, cosmopoli­ 
tan metropolis of the Far 
East, prepared tonight for in­ 
vasion by Japanese troops. 
In the hope of avoiding 
provocation, squads of coolies 
were sent through the city to 
tear down anti-Japanese post­ 
ers from the walls, but at the 
same time thousands of crack 
Chinese troops, equipped with 
machine guns and heavy ar­ 
tillery, were being moved into 
the native city to offer resist­ 
ance in the event of actual 
hostilities.

shunted outside the city limits to 
•prevent seizure by the Japanese.

troops were concentrated In the 
Shanghai area, while deep trenches 
and high barricades, fortified by a 
network of barbed-wire entangle­ 
ments, added to the warlike aspect 
of the city. 
The Japanese, meanwhile, began 
evacuating their women and chil­ 
dren from the Chinese area and 
moving them into the safety of the 
international settlement. Only able­ 
bodied men were left outside the 
settlement 
Japan was expected to take some 
sort of military action tomorrow 
after the arrival of more warships 
from Tokyo. She was determined 
to move drastically even in the 
event of the Chinese mayor's ac­ 
ceptance of her demands for sup­ 
pression of anti-Japanese activities-

Tile shipment of eight carloads of snow 300 miles the other

Two hydrotherapeutic 
measures I 
are very effective in the treatment 
of colds and sore throats — the 
throat compress and

The technique of their applica­ 
tion is simple, but must be follow­ 
ed quite exactly. 
For the throat compress get two 
strips of linen three inches wide 
and long enough to reach from 
one ear to the opposite ear, and a 
strip of flannel three and a halt 
inches wide and long enough to go 
around the chin and over the head. 
Wring the linen strips out of the 
water at a temperature of 60 de­ 
grees F. Place them on the throat 
from ear to ear (not, as is usually 
done, around the throat like a col­ 
lar). Cover with the flannel, which 
is brought over the top of the head 
and pinned in place. Allow to re­ 
main an hour and replace with an­ 
other. Do not use oiled silk in place 
of the flannel for the reason whlcn 
is explained below. 
The chest 
compress is used 
in 


much the same way; several strips 
of linen wring out of water at the 
temperature of 60 degrees F. put 
over the front 
of 
the 
chest 
or 
around the chest and covered with 
flannel. 
If rubber or oiled silk is used in­ 
stead of flannel the 
compress 
is 
converted into a poultice 
or

compress helps by stimulation due 
to thermic excitation, the compress
